Officer John Coursey

F irst District Police Officer John 
Coursey, a 27-year veteran of the 
Metropolitan Police Department, 
died on March 13, 2006. Officer Coursey 
worked throughout First District but was 
especially helpful in PSA 104. 

Officer Coursey was not just a great 
police officer but a champion who advo¬ 
cated for decent neighborhoods and 
a better city, I first met Officer Coursey 
in 2000, shortly after moving to Car- 
rollsburg Place SW, and worked with him 
on many projects. He was among the few 
police officers who believed in commu¬ 
nity policing, and not just in theory, but 
made it work. He demonstrated time and 
again that it can work. On our first meet¬ 
ing, he gave me his office and cell phone 
number and told me to call him whenever 
there were problems. Even when he was 
off-duty or on vacation, he called me back 
and followed up. He was an extraordinary 
public servant, and he will be missed. 

I really didn’t know at that time that he 
was a veteran officer with more than 20 
years on the force. He worked and exuded 
the energy and enthusiasm of an ambi¬ 
tious rookie officer who had his eyes on 
the Chief’s job. He was just that diligent 
and committed to his work. 

From our conversations, it was obvious 
that Officer Coursey ,saw his work not as 
a job but a calling to service. And he did 
it well. 

Officer Coursey worked in Focus Mis¬ 
sion and was in charge of removing 
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abandoned cars and securing abandoned 
houses. During the early years, many 
Southwest neighborhoods had more 
than their fair share of both of these. 
But Coursey helped change that. Within 
three years, the Carrollsburg Place neigh¬ 
borhood was nearly transformed. 

Coursey played a pivotal role in that 
change and will be remembered for his 
work.I can say without reservation that 
Officer Coursey made a difference in the 
1200 block of Carrollsburg Place and 
Half St. SW,. 

John Dalton Coursey Jr. was only 48 
years old. He joined the Metropolitan 
Police Department right out of college 
and served this community more than 27 
years. He leaves to mourn his family, wife, 
Kathy, four children, Katie, Jim, John and 
David, all of Gaithersburg; five broth¬ 
ers, and a sister, as well as many South¬ 
west residents. Funeral services were held 
on March 18, 2006, at Stauffer Funeral 
Home in Mt. Airy, MD. First District 
Commander Diane Groomes and many 
from this area attended. 

A scholarship trust fund has been 
established for Officer Coursey’s children.

Seek Housing 

T he National Capital Revitaliza¬ 
tion Corporation (NCRC) has 
partnered with the District of 
Columbia Public School system (DCPS) 
to establish the NCRC/DCPS Home 
Ownership Initiative.

T he D.C. Public School System 
is closing Van Ness Elementary 
School for lack of children, now 
that the Arthur Capper and Carrollsburg 
public housing complexes have closed and 
are being torn down. Replacement hous¬ 
ing for public housing residents in Near 
SE as part of the Hope Six construction 
in the Van Ness area is some years off. 

As part of the public schools master 
plan recently announced, Amidon (with 
285 students) and Bowen (with 242 stu¬ 
dents) Elementary Schools in Near SW 
will lose their sixth grade students to Jef¬ 
ferson Jr. High. Elementary Schools are 
supposed to have between 300 and 500 
students, so these two Southwest schools 
may face “consolidation,” with one or the 
other being closed. 

The Board of Education has given 
Superintendent Janney until May 28 to 
eliminate one million square feet of the 
school system’s 16.2 million square feet 
of building space. The Board is expected 
to act in May.
